Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: In an effort 
to expedite the prosecution of the application process [compact prosecution], the examiner contacted applicant and 
proposed amendments to the claims [basically, deleting the term "optionally" in two occurrences of both claims 8 & 27 
so as to remove any ambiguity as to which alternatives are covered by the claims, and to cancel all the remaining 
withdrawn claims on record] so as to place the application in condition for allowance.
